1,— (INS) 
— A criminal court jury on Friday 
found two Pittsburgh communists 
guilty of violation of the Penn­ 
sylvania Anti-Sedition Act of 1939. 
Nine women and three men de­ 
liberated less than nine hours be­ 
fore announcing the verdict which 
means possible jail terms of 2 0 
years each and fines of $1 0 ,0 0 0 
each for James Dolsen and An­ 
drew Onda. 
Dolsen was Pittsburgh corres­ 
pondent for the Daily Worker and 
Onda had been an organizer for 
the party among steelworkers. 
Charges against the pair and a 
third 
communist.

were brought last fall by common 
please court 
Judge 
Michael A. 
Musmanno who recently was elect­ 
ed to tiie state supreme court. 
Nelson's case was severed from 
that of his colleagues when he was 
injured last may in a Philadelphia 
automobile accident.
